A minister had been invited to an =
candidate in a little roral church in Northern
Pennuylvania, where the members, although
on & par with most distant churches, liked
fiatter themselves that they were “ preity well
posted,” Before starling for the place the
minister met an old clerical friend, who had
had some experience in the same neighborhood,
ard who nt'riud him to *give them some
Latin and Greek: it would tickle their vanity,
and they’ll set you down for a very smart
mun.”’

There was a little difficolty in the way of
the minister's giving hin bearers a dose of
Latin and Greek, for be knew no more of either
language than the people he was to preach Lo
did, Bot he was eqnal to the emergency.

Canponie Acip For Pouvrrey Houses.—
A writer in the London Field strongly recom-
mends the use of earbolic acid for destroying
insects in pigeon and pounliry liouses, asseri-
ing that it peither injures the birds nor tends
tu drive them from their nests.  Ho uses it in
the form of a solution of iwo ounces of com-
mon carbolic acid to three guaris of waler,
applying this once a week with a watering-
put, after the house has been carefully swept
ont. Besides the lice and acarides that it de-
siroys, it ia wlso efficient in driving out flens.
For the purpose of expelling lice from the
bodies of pigecus the proposed method is
said to be to mix one part of Culvert's liquid
carbolic acid with thirty parts of water, aud
